Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner stated claim 25 is allowable, but claims 1 .2,9- 1 1 ,23 are 
anticipated by Williams. It was agreed to delete claims 1, 12,16-22, changethedependency of claims 2-11.13.15, 23, 
and 24 from daim 1 to claim 25, and delete "portions" and insert "capsules" in claims 2-4,7-1 1, and 23. Additionally, it 
was agreed to amend claim 24 to read "The beverage system of claim 25 wherein said lid has a first configuration 
when secured to said outer cup that prevents the beverage from exiting the outer cup via a pour spout in the outer cup 
and a second configuration when secured to said outer cup that permits the beverage to exit the outer cup via the 
spout". It was also agreed to amend claim 25 by deleting three phrases: [.formed of a translucent polymer having 
measuring indicia thigreon, and having a pour spout disposed in the sidewall and adjacent opening) from lines 8-10. 
{via the pour spoutj in line 16, and [via the spout] in line 18. 
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
